The defendant, who is the widow, in her 
defence, denied that the plaintiff had the 
money in her ession and that she handed 
ahy moneys to Timothy Danaher. She ad- 
mitted that at the date of the death of 
Timothy Danaher there was upon deposit 
receipt in hig hame in the Tipperary branch 
of the Bank 7 Ireland the sum of £613, but 
denied that this sum, or any part of it, was 
the a Property of the plaintiff. 

One of the witnesses called on behalf of the 
laintiff was an official of the Tipperary 
so; of the Bank of Ireland. He stated 
that on the 15th April, 1922, Mrs. O'Neill 
presented a deposit receipt for £620 which 
she had in the bank and cashed it. At that 
very much money in 
the bank, and he suggested that Mrs. O'Neill 
should take a draft, but she would not take 
it, and he paid her-in cash, made up almost 
entirely of single notes. That -— actically 
all the notes he had available, included 
notes of oe Ba banks. He put the notes up 
in bundles of one hundred each and gave her 
® strap-to put round them. Ten days later 
Mr. Danaher came into the bank and gave 
him the’same bundle of notes, except that the 
amount then was £613. Witness said, “I 
know these notes came from,'’ but Mr. 
Danaher passed no remark, and witness gave 
him a deposit ~~ for £613. 

Mr, Shannon C., who, with Mr. mg 
(instructed by ue Ww. Frewen), appeared 
the detondiand said that the defendant i 
who was the personal representative of her 
husband, was in entire ignorance of the trans- 
action. She was not taken into her husband's 
confidence, and until after his death she did 
not hear a word about this deposit receipt or 
about money paid by his sister. 

The defendan t gave evidence, and stated 
that a short time before her husband’s death 


fo | Mrs. O'Neill asked her for the key of her 


husband's trunk to get. his receipts. She did 
not give her the key. Mrs, O'Neill 
another went up to her husband's room. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bacon (instructed 
by Mr. J. F. D’ Arey), for abe plaintiff, she 
said that she was afraid to go up after these 
women. Those were troubled times, and 
people did not like to be talking about having 
money. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was 
satisfied that the money was the property of 
the plaintiff. He made the declaration and 
the order sought, the parties to abide their

ACTION AGAINST GUARANTORS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The case of Sands v. McCann came on on 
further consideration of the Chief Clerk’s cer- 
tificate. The action, which was commenced 
six years ago, related to the hability of 
uarantors in connection with bills promoted 
m the British Parliament in respect of the 
Newry, Keady and Tynan Railway. The 
| ag mear ge had been given to the Bank of 
reland for advances from. time to time, 
amounting altogether to about £20,000. The 
advances were obtained with regard to the 
necessary Parliamentary deposits. The action 
was concerned, in the first place, with two 
Covet one for £8,569 lls. 7d., dated 

h July, 1900, and the other for '£4,000, 
dated 10th August, 900. 

The action had been originally brought by 
Jane Eliza Sands, omas 
Frederick Heron Millan, executors of the late 
Robert Sands, merchant, Newry, Co. Down, 
against the defendant’ 8, Artin ur McCann, 
baker, Newr Frank Fisher shi 
Newry; John Elgar Connor, chemist, Newry ; 
Geor N. Smith, nurseryman, Newry ; 
Frederick Redmond, barrister-at-law, Water- 
loo road, Dublin; Robert 8. Redmond, mer- 
chant, Newry, William Thomas Wheelan, 
contractor, of Brooklyn, New York, U.S.A., 
and Alfred Charles 
clerk, Barnes, Surrey. 

The defendants fied separate defences, 
which were mainly traverses of the cause of 
action, the Statute of Limitations being also 
pleaded.

NCREASE OF RENT ACT. 

Mrs. Bridget Frewen appealed against the 
decision of Cirenit Judge Conner ‘giving a 
decree for possession of premises at Merchant 
street, off Patrick street, Cork, held by the 
defendant (Mrs. Frewen) from ‘the laintiffs, 
John O'Sullivan and William O'Sullivan, ss 
monthly tenant. 

Mr. J. M. Fitagerald, K.C., who, with 
Mr. J. A. McCarthy (instructed by Mr. D. 
Boudreén, solicitor), appeared for the appel- 
lant, said that these premises were destroyed 
by the fire im Cork in 1920. The question 
would really turn on whether Mrs. Frew2n, 

who, as tenant of a licensed premises, with 
billiard rooms, etc. overhead, was within 
the onn, Í of the Increase of Rent « id 
Mortgage . Protection Act. The. landlords 
had got compensation for the destruction rí 
the building, and Mrs. Frewen was allowed 
two years’ rent. She erected a temporary 
building, in which she had since carried cn 
the licensed business. Counsel said that in 
the Licensing Act of 1923 there was a special 
protective provision in the case of licensed 
premises destroyed, so as to preserve the 
licence, The landlords, counsel said, got 
compensation from the State on condition 
that they wero going to rebuild, and the 
appellant was entitled to continue the 
tenancy. 

Mr. E. J. Phelps, K.C., who, with Mr. 
George Daly (instructed by Mr. F.L. Blake, 
oe oy appeared for the respondents, said 
that after these premises were burned down, 
and when, with the cognisance of the land- 
lords, Mrs, Frewen put up a temporary build- 
ing, the - uestion was whether the original 
tenancies having been entirely destroyed she 
could, by the egection of a temporary struc- 
ture, bring herself within the meaning of the 
Rent Act. If she went into a témporary 
structure, she went into premises constructed 
after April 2nd, 1919, and was not, there- 
fore, within the increase of Rent and Mort- 
cage Protection. Act. 

Justice Sullivan said that they came 
to the conclusion that the decision of Circuit 
Judge Connor was right, and that the appeal 
should be dismissed. They agreed with him 
that the tenancy in the new structure was 
not a tenancy that was protected by the 
a of Rent mé Mortgage Protection 
Act,

CEMETERY OFFICER’S CLAIM. 
(BEFORE JUDGE PIGOT.) 

John J. Dunne, Registrar and Secretary, 
Dean's Grange Cemetery, Co. Dublin, suedJ. C. 
Harrison, monumental sculptor, South Great 
Brunswick street, Dubiin, trading as Burnell 
and Company, Dean’s Grange, to recover 
£150 10s., claimed to be due as commission 
on orders procured by the plaintiff for the 
defendant. 

Mr. H. Moloney (instructed by Messrs.. J. 
McDowell and Company) appeared for the 

laintiff, and Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., with Mr. 
acon (instructed by Messrs, Brady and 
Dawson) for the defendant. 

Mr. Moloney, opening the case, said that 
his client, who had been Secretary of Dean's 
Grange Cemetery for the last eleven years, 
claimed £150 10s. as commission for orders 
for tombstones secured by the plaintiff for 
the defendant, who admitted that £73 17s. 
was due. The plaintiff's predecessor in office 
was a Mr, Burnell, who also carried on a 
monumental business, and who agreed with 
the plaintiff to pay him commission at the 
rate of 10 per cent. on new work and 25 per 
cent. on renovations on all orders in respect 
of memorials in the cemetery secured by him. 
When Mr, Burnell sold the business to Mr. 
Harrison, of South Great Brunswick street, 
two years ago the latter continued the same 
arrangement with the plaintiff. The main 
item in dispute was one of £40 commission 
on a memorial erected for a Mrs. Weatherill. 

The plaintiff, examined, said that in April, 
1924, he called at Mr. Harrison’s office and 
asked for a cheque for £60 or £70, due to 
him as commission, and the defendant said 
that he had no money. He returned in a 
few days’ time, when the defendant told 
him to get out of the office. He denied that 
the trouble arose because he wanted the 
commission increased. Since he ceased to 
work for Harrison he had not diverted 
monumental work to other firms. He denied 
that he swore at a Local Government inquiry 
in March, 1924, that he received no com- 
mission from anyone in connection with the 
cemetery. 

Did Harrison dispense with you when he 
heard from the inquiry that you were not 
entitled to take commission on orders for 
the cemetery’ I swear that is not so. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—In any case, as a result 
of your condudt, the Board passed a resolution 
making it an offence liable to dismissal for 
any whole-time officer to take commission on 
work done in the cemetery. you not 
think that it is defrauding the Board for a 
whole-time officer of theirs to be doing this 
commission work? There was no order 
against it, arid Mr. Burnell, before me, had 
been doing it. 

Mr. Moloney—Was your Board well aware 
at all times that you were receiving this 
commission’? They were. One of the members 
of the Board was Mr. Harrison's foreman. 

The hearing was adjourned until this morn- 


ing.

There were about thirty-seven 
members of the staff who were not members 
of the Union. Only four were attached 
to it.

we were to su t that a light first crop is 
often followed by good ‘‘aftergrass,” and 
that it might be as well if the rain waited 
another day or two and let the gathered turf 
be carted home. Ruminating on the typical 
pessimism of this small farmer, we found the 
conviction grow that what really was at work 
within his mind was less a result of the old 
habit of not appearing too well off than that 
even deeper convention of the farmer every- 
where that he is quite peculiarly the sport 
of fate; not always, he might admit, an 
unkindly fate, but always capricious. There 
is no certitude in the farmers year. He 
clings, indeed, tenaciously toMhe Biblical pro- 
mise that ‘‘ whilst the earth remaineth seed 
time and harvest, summer dd winter shall 
not fail,’’ even though he may not remember 
the actual text of it; but for the rest, with 
uncertain seasons, apparently fortuitous 
prices, unaccountably changing fairs and mar- 
kets, he never knows “ where he is ” until, 
this year’s crop disposed of, lie is speculating 
about the next. To too many of the people 
upon whom the nation depends for its pros- 
perity life wears thesaspect of a gamble. But 


is it 
A Serious Drawbachk. 


It would, we think, be worth while if those 
aspects of this serious and practical draw- 
back to farming, which are rather economic 
than psychological, could be separated out, 
examined carefully, and at least roughly 
assessed. For one thing, we believe it would 
be found that the haphazard element in farm- 
ing is a steadily even if but slowly diminish- 
ing factor, and if we can show that time is 
on the farmer’s side we may do something 
towards eradicating that fear of “the future 
which undoubtedly tends to depress him. Let 
us examine some of the elements in the situa- 
tion. The great enemy of chance is science, 
and here, certainly, there is cause for hope. 
Without going so far as to predict a time 
when weather may be made amenable to the 
farmers’ needs or weather forecasting become 
so accurate that the changes and chances of 
our winds and skies will robbed of their 
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decorated in honour of the occasion, and His 
Majesty received a great welcome from the 
vast crowds who assembled to see him pass. 

A sale of Shorthorn cattle took place in the 
morning, and some good prices were realised. 

In the forestry section one had time to see 
some of the uses to which timber can be put. 
The exhibit under the heading ' From spruce 
log to silk jumper ' is brimful of interest, 
while another interesting display is that 
which illustrates the making of Cheshire 
cheese now and a century ago. This section 
was under the auspices of the Cheshire School 
of Agriculture. 

In the pavilion of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries attention is directed to the 
destruction caused by rats and mice and to 
the provisions of the Act passed in 1919 to 
secure their extermination. The public are 
exhorted to “drink more milk,” and in- 
cidentally farmers are informed that “ milk- 
recording is essential for success in dairying.” 
The importance of rabbit-breeding for fur is 
emphasised, and there is a small but useful 
poultry exhibit. 

Some idea of the scope of the Show can be 
gleaned from the fact that the number of 
stands for the exhibition of machinery, imple- 
ments, feeding stuffs, manyres and other 
things that farmers require is 438, while thirty 
new implements were: entered for silver 
medals. This display constitutes a liberal 
education in itself, and would take a couple 
of days to examine carefully. Windmills, oil 
and gas engines, electric motors and tractors 
can all be seen as sources of power for farm 
work, while the implements and machinery 
shown cover a wide range. 

LIVE-STOCK ENTRIES. 

As to the live-stock, there are eleven breeds 
of horses. with £4,448 in prizes; 22 breeds of 
cattle, with prizes amounting to £6,048 10s. ; 
25 breeds of sheep, with a total of £2,251 in 
prizes, and 12 breeds of pigs, with £1,841 in 
prizes. i 

In the produce section, with £643 10s. in 
prizes, there are 87 entries of butter, 412 of 
cheese, 20 of cider and 930 of wool, while 
poultry entries total 970, with £479 10s. in 
prizes.

Senatus Populusque. 

The ground was cleared yesterday for 
the elections to the Free State Senate 
when Dail Eireann picked its panel of 
thirty-eight oandidates from a list of 
fifty-five names. The 17th September has 
been fixed provisionally as the date of the 
elections. Since we imagine that the 
public mind is in some bewilderment about 
the whole business, we shall summarise 
the facts. The Constitution provides that 
one-fourth of the sixty members of the 
Upper House shall retire at the end of

‘also members who have been 
during the three-year period, and on this 
occasion the number of such retirements 


| is four.. Thus nineteen vacancies will be 


filled at the coming elections. For them 
the Senate, exercising its right, has nomi- 
nated by ballot nineteen candidates; the 
Dail, exercising its right, has nominated 
thirty-eight candidates; and all the nine- 
teen retiring Senators, exercising their 
right, are presenting themselves for re- 
election. There are, therefore, seventy-six 
constitutionally nominated candidates for 
the nineteen seats: The potential voters 
include all electors in the Free State, male 
and female, who have reached the age of 
thirty years. We print to-day a list of the 
seventy-six candidates, all of whom are 
supposed to have been chosen (see Article 
50 of the Constitution) ‘‘ on the grounds 
that they have done honour to the nation 
by reason of useful public service or that, 
because of special qualifications or attain- 
ments, they represent important aspects of 
the nation’s life.’ We are a cynical 
people, and, on reading many a name— 
olscure or too familiar—in this list, the 
average elector will ask: Que diable allait- 
tl faire dans cette galére? 

The vogue of the ‘‘ cross-word ' puzzle 
has died in Ireland and its successor in 
the public fancy has not yet arrived. 
These senatorial elections will fill the 
interval; for.they will be a reductio ad 
absurdum of ie principle of proportional 
representation. The mental atmosphere of 
the Free State in September will be that

The 
fréquent repetition of such canvassing 
must injure the Senate’s dignity, and, 
indeed, must degrade the whole status of 
parliamentary life. Furthermore, while 
the list of candidates contains many ex- 
cellent names, its general character does 
not suggest that the existing system 
furnishes the surest and most direct 
method for the choice of the best men. We 
foresee and shall welcome, after September, 
‘a strong demand for an amendment of 
those articles of the Constitution which 
govern the formation of the Senate. 
Democracy and eclecticism ought not to be 
irreconcilable terms. 


The Cattle Trade. 


The serious cofidition of the Free State 
cattle trade is illustrated in a striking 
way by a diagram which we print on our 
Agricultural Page, Contrary to popular 
belief, last year was a “record” year in 
respect of live-stock exports. No fewer 
than 1,078,000 cattle were sent out of the 
country, whereas the annual average for 
the ten preceding years was only 854,000 ; 
and last year’s figures exceed greatly the 
figures for any individual twelvemonth 
since 1913. Sheep exports tell the same 
story. Last year’s number was 643,000, 
as comp :ed with an annual average of 
590,000: The figures for the first six 
months of the present year, however, 
show an alarming change. In comparison 
with the corresponding period of last year 
cattle exports have fallen from 462,000 to 
340,000; sheep exports have fallen from 
227,000 to 154,000; pigs are down from 
119,000 to 22,000, and horses from 137000 
to 8,000. These facts disclose an extremely 
grave condition of affairs, and their ex- 
planation is difficult; but the theory 
advanced by our correspondent, ‘‘ Artifex,’’ 
seems to be the most reasonable. Last 
year the Free State farmers were in a bad 
way, and they may have been driven to 
make forced sales of their live-stock in order 
to raise the money which was necessary 
for the meeting of their obligations. 
Forced sales mean greatcr exports, but 
they also involve depreciation in quality. 
Cattle seem to have been exported long 
before they had reached the proper stage 
of fitness, with the natural result that 
they did not fetch the prices of. finished 
beasts and that the Irish farmer lost a 
handsome profit. If the theory be correct, 
it pill help to explain this year's heavy 

rease. If half-finished animals were 
experted last year, the number of fully 
finished cattle available for export this 
year, naturally, is less than it otherwise 
would have been. It is possible, there- 
fore, that the remarkable fall in live-stock 
exports is only temporary, and that next 
year the balance may be restored. We 
hope sincerely that this view will prove 
to be correct. The Free State cannot 
afford to allow its cattle trade to languish. 
It is the main prop of. our national 
economy, and so long as its strength ‘s 
maintained there never will be need to 
despair. The present Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture recognises the value of 
the cattle trade to the full, and we have 
no doubt that, under his guidance, every- 
thing possible will be done to build up a 
sound and lucrative trade with Great 
Britain. The syndicate which, we under- 
stand, is about to be formed for the better 
organisation of the trade may bring 
brighter. times for the Irish raiser of 
live-stock; but ultimately the prosperity 
of the cattle trade, and consequently of 
the. country, depends chiefly on thé 
farmers’ own efforts) The man who 
breeds the cattle is the mainstay of the 
industry. 


Tangier. 
Tangier, that little patch of Northern 


Morocco which has given the Powers such 


serious searchings of heart in the past, 
is appearing once again on the carpet of 
international diplomacy. Apparently, its 
safety is threatened by the military 
successes of Abdel Krim against the 
French. Under the Treaty. of Madrid 
Tangier was excluded from the Moroccan 
zone that fell to the lot of Spain, and in 
1923 a special convention was signed by 
Britain, France and Spain guaranteeing 
its permanent neutrality. The Riffian 
chieftain, however, recks not of inter- 
national ee -entions, He is determined to 
secure Tangier, and, if his tribesmen 
manage to slip through the Spanish lines 
—not a particularly formidable task in the 
circumstances—the little enclave may be at 
his mercy. France and Spain recognise 
the danger. An appeal has been made to 
Britain, the third guarantor, to send 
troops to Tangier, or, alternatively, to 
establish a blockade of the coast; but so 
far His Majesty's Government has shown 
no~inelination to intervene in a dispute 
with which it is not directly concerned. 
In the event of trouble in Tangier, af 
course, it would have no alternative. The 
present “garrison ’’ consists of two tabors 
of native police, comprising seven Euro- 
pean officers and 4£0 Moorish men. This 
force would be utterly useless to check a 
Riffian invasion, more especially as the 
natives probably are supporters of Abdel 
Krim to a man. For the moment, how-

Human beings never were meant to exist 
in such conditions; the mind of man, 
“Nature's first great Ky must have 
open spaces and the winds oí heaven to 
hourish it. The New Yorker may have his 
millions of motor cars, his gigantic build- 
ings and his wealth untold; but is he any- 
thing the happier for them? Is his lot to be 
preferred to that of the penniless Irish 
peasant who has the breath of the hills 
in his nostrils, or will the inhabitant of 
that vast city in 1935 be any closer to the 
divine re elation than the simple villager 
who knows nothing of skyscrapers ‘or 
thousand dollar bills?

FREE STATE SENATE 


ADJOURNS TILL NOVEMBER 3rd 


The ouly measure before the Free State 
Senate yesterday was the Dublin Recon. 
struction (Emergency Provisions Amendment) 
Bill, which had reached the House late the 
previous day. 

Clause 2 provides that the time allowed 
for rebuilding under the principal Act, to 
is re to whom compensation for destruction 
of premises has been awarded, shall be re- 
duced by nine months, and the Minister may 
exercise the power he is given under Section 
7 at any time after the expiration of three 
months from the passing of the Act. 

Mr. Dowdall suggested to the Minister fer 
Local Government that reasonable notice of 
the change should be given to the persons 
concerned before any action was taken under 
this Act. 

Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Government, 
said ‘that he would consider the matter. 

The bill was passed through all its stages, 
and the House adjourned till November 3rd.

EXTRA TERRITORIAL 
QUESTION. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, informed Mr. Beckett that 
the Diplomatic Body at Peking was con- 
sidering a joint reply to the fourteen points 
contained in the Chinese Government's Note. 
He was not aware that there was any con- 
flict of opinion between the Powers as to the 
Or. ars of the demands. 

In reply to Mr. Lansbury, Mr. Chamberlain 
saic that Russia was not represented on the 
TIhplomatic Body at Peking because she was 
net one of the Treaty Powers. 

Mr, Lansbury—Is not Russia represented . 
at Peking by an ambassador, and has she not 
diplomatic relations with China; and, there- 
fore, should she not be represented on the 
Diplomatic Body ? 

Mr. Chamberlain—The answer to the first 
two questions is in the affirmative, and to the 
last in the negative, 

Mr. Lansbury asked why, in a matter of 
international concern, the one great Power 
which had done justice to the Chinese people 
was not represented. 

The Speaker said that this was not the 
time for speeches. 

Mr. Chamberiain, in reply te Mr. Ammon, 
said that he was aware that Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Russia had renounced their extra- 
territorial privileges in China. His Majesty's 
Government were not prepared to follow the 
example of the countries mentioned.

IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS.

IR,'— i.he, re y :

coursés for teachers (£66,000) deserves some 
comment. First, as less than one-third of 
these for whonts the money was spent 
qualified, is it unfair to say that two-thirds 
of the sum was expended ineffectively’? The 
total represents the interest at 5 per cent. 
on a sum of £1,320,000—a -large figure for 
Ireland’s resources. 

Secondly, what is there tu show as a result 
of this and other money spent on teaching 
Trish in the schools? Can anyone truly say 
that there is any evidence.of a larger use 
of Irish in daily life? Thirdly, I maintain 
that nobody except a native speaker can 
teach Irish or any other living language for 
colloquial use. To use books for this pur- 
uose is putting the cart before the horse 
and reversing Nature's method. A child 
learns to speak before it can read. It. is 
cruel to hard-worked teachers to force them 
to attend classes in their well-earned holiday. 

Fourthly, there is only one possible way to 
revive the language. It must be done 
through the schools, of course; for grown-up 
young people will not take the trouble to 
learn it. Let the schools be divided into 
groups of about four schools, and let a native 
rish speaker, man or women, be appointed 
to every group. By using a bicycle the 
native speaker could give an hour per day 
to every school. All that he pr she need 
do is to talk to the children about the ordi- 
nary things of their lives. The teacher need 
have no mental equipment beyond ordinary 
intelligence and the possession of Irish as his. 
or her, mother tongue. The very name of 
language means tungue exercise, and books 
have no use in teaching it unless no tengue 
is available. In fact, books are a positive 
hindrance, because they represent to the 
English-speaking child a wrong value for the 
letters as applied to the Irish aile The 
English sound or value is kept before the 
child, and is an obstacle to getting the Irish 
value. 

1 suggest that the plan of native speakers 
be tried in a few groups of schools, to begin 
with. If it did not succeed, it conld ba 
dropped with little loss; but I think that it 
would succeed, judged by all analogy and 
experience. It certainly could not be a 
greater failure in reviving Irish than the 
present plan.—Yours, etc..

housands will be leaving school this year. 
What have they learned during the last four 
years’ Once they leave they will never hear 
Irish again unless they go to Kerry, and 
surely we would like a higher standard than 
that. 

With regard to what ‘‘Countryman.” says 
about farmers getting rid of the bullocks, 
ploughing the land, etc., there is no use in 
compelling them to do these things without 
also compelling every other class to do its 
part. Tell the miller, baker and brewer that 
they must use only Irish corn. Tell the 
people, the Government included, that they 
must eat nothing but Irish flour. Tell the 
woollen millers that they must use ncthing 
but coarse [Irish wool and manufa-ture 
nothing but frieze and corderoy. Tell all the 
men that they must wear nothing but the 
swallowtail coat and knee-breeches. Tell the 
girls that the Paris fashions and artificial 
silk must go with the bullocks and that they 
will have to wear the plaid shaw] of the 
‘Trish colleen,”’ and let the Government and 
their wives be included here again. If we are 
lo speak the language, let us speak it in the 
right costume. Nobody ever spoke Irish in.a 
top-hat and frock coat. If we saw a Red 
Indian or a Zulu chief dressed in this way, 
we should associate them in our minds with 
men of education. In like manner when we 
see an Irishman got up in that way we get 
the same idea. fi we have to put back the 
clock at all, let us put it back the whole way.

THE hs gan OF LUCAN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As a fesident, may I inquire how 
long the present deplorable state of affairs 
in the Lucan district is to continue? Through 
the final closing down of the Dublin and 
Lucan Electric Railway Co,, for almost a 
fortnight the entiré district has been de- 
prived of light and water. Great incon- 
venience has heen caused by cutting off the 
light, but surely it ought not to be necessary 
to point out the seriousness of leaving such 
a populous district withotit a water supply. 
This is especially serious: in the village of 
Lucan, which is very low-lying and is without 
a proper sanitary drainage system. While 
the present conditions prevail there is an

}ever increasing probability of a serious 


epidemic in the district. 

In addition to the very great inconvenience 
and hardship caused by the loss of light and 
water, the district is also deprived as 
transit facilities. Apart from the incon- 
venience resulting therefrom to residents, it 
is also a serious loss to many of them at this 
time of year, when numbers of visitors and 
tourists would visit the locality if a com- 
fortable means of transport were available. 
Lucan is particularly badly off in this respect ; 
for, although there are two railway stations, 
each of them is about two miles from the 
village. 

It is generally believed that the Dublin 
United Tramway Company are willing to take 
over the Lucan system and to expend a large 
sum in improving it, thus giving much-needed 
employment to some hundreds of men. This 
morning's papers disclose the fact that the 
principal obstacle to their doing so seems to 
be that the City.Commissioners will not take 
the responsibility of giving the company an 
extension of their existing lease. They 
avparently do not consider that the Tramway 
Company are asking for too much, or that 
it would bé a bad bargain for the City of 
Dublin—they are merely afraid of the re- 
sponsibility. 

Surelv in these circumstances it is the duty 
of the Government to take the necessary steps 
to’ arrange the matter. It is known that 
several deputations have waited on different 
members of the Government, apparently with- 
out result. There has been ample time for 
discussion and inquiry, and thé inhabitants of 
this populous district expect a little more 
consideration from the Government, The 
present conditions in the district would not 
he tolerated in any other civilised country.—

| LONDON LETTER. 


THE COAL CRISIS.

: Wepxespay NíGHT.. ! 

The coa] situation dominates the indus- 
trial world at the moment, and a third 
meeting of the Cabinet took place this 
morning, the business being mainly in con- 
nection with the dispute. In view of the 
debate to-night, it was expected that the 
Prime Minister would take an early oppor- 
tunity of making a statement, and this he 


did during the question hour. Speaking 


in a very earnest manner, he said that the 
possibilities of negotiation had not yet 
been exhausted, and’ made ah appeal to 
both parties to explore them further with 
a sincere desire to find a way out of the 
difficulty. The statement was received 
with sympathetic cheers. The situation 
is a little awkward for the Government ; 
for among the Conservatives there is quite 
a strong body of opposition to any form of 


Government; Whips have been advised by 
a number of, members that they must not 
give way to the extremists. The presence 
of this feeling is probably due to the wild 
speeches made by Mr. Cook, the Secretary 
of the Miners’ Federation, and to little 
else, but it has te be taken into considera- 
tion. The Prime Minister intends to 
continue his efforts to secure peace, and. 
though it is true that the Government will 
intervene as a body only at the last 
minute, its good offices are already in 
request to find means to bring the crisis 
to an end. 


Government Intervention. 


Should the Government decide officially 
tv intervene in the coal dispute, there 
is little doubt that the task of bring- 
ing the owners and the mifiers together 
will be undertaken by Mr. Bridgeman, the 
First Lord of the Admiralty. As the -wife 
of Sir P. Cunliffe-Lister recently inherited 
some mining interests, the President of 
the Board of Trade has suggested to the 
Prime Minister that some other Minister 
should act as mediator, and Mr. Bridge- 
man, a former Minister of Mines, it is 
understood, has agreed to accept the duty, 
if all unofficial efforts to bring the two 
sides together are unsuccessful. Colone! 
Lane-Fox, the Minister of Mines, may 
take an active part in the negotiations, as 
the Ministry is actually a subordinate 
department of the Board of Trade, and 
Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, the Minister 


yf Labour, also may render assistance. 


Britain and Rassia. 


It was rumoured in the Lobby this 
afternoon that the Government had been 
considering its attitude towards the Soviet 
Government at the Cabinet meeting held 
in the morning. At the moment there 1s 
a great amount of talk over this matter, 
and it is freely said that there is no doubt 
about the probability of a rupture. In 
the circumstances it was not surprising 
that the Socialists showed considerable 
curiosity in the House of Commons at 
question time. Mr. Chamberlain was 
pressed to make a statement of some kind, 
and in response stated that no proposal 
for the severance of diplomatic relations 
with Russia was under consideration by 
the Government. The Government, how- 
ever, must retain- liberty of action. Should 
there be achangein policy, he would make 
the earliest possible announcement. Mr. 
Clynes, the Socialist Leader of the Opposi- 
tion, then asked whether there would be an 
opportunity for debate in the evegt of such 
an announcement, and was told by the 
Prime Minister that, there weuld. Al! 
this rather suggests that something 1s 
taking place behind the scenes. 


Trade Unionism, 


The placidity of the ordinary trade 
union member. is something remarkable. 
It is certain that millions of workers are 
Conservatives, and yet they allow them- 
selves to be dragged at the heels of the 
Communist and extremist without a 
protest. There is one union with some 
ninety thousand workers, and when the 
time came to elect a leader the majority 
of the members never troubled to record 
their votes, the leader, an advocate of 
extreme methods, being elected on a poll 
of 1;338. There is a gleam of light, how- 
ever, in a ‘decision recently made at 
Glasgow, where a number of trade union 
Jeaders are organising a movement to 
combine the industria] activities of the 
workers in a real trade union as opposed 
to Communist and socialistic bodies. The 
union would be distinctly confined to trade 
matters, and leave outside politics severe! v 
alone. If this departure has a future, it 
will be interesting to watch. 


Rabber. 


Rubber reached the highest price it has 
attained since February, 1916, to-dar, 
when it was quoted at 3s, 9d. per pound. 
The advance is due to the squeeze result 
ing from the operations of the output 
restriction scheme: Demands continue to 
pour in from the Continent and the United 
States, but the orders cannot be carried 
out, since the rubber is not available 
It is interesting te notice that the in 
crease in the cost of British rubber to the 
United States is nearly sufficient to pay 
the current instalment on our war debt to 
that country. It is thought in well 
informed circles that the present price of 
rubber cannot be maintained for any 
length of time, since it is purely artificial. 
A contingency that has to he taken into 
account is the power of the Colonial Office 
to order special releases of rubber, shoul: 
the position become strained. The: 
moment seems to’ be approaching.

The Papal Nuncio of Czecho-Slovakia 
has been recalled by the Vatican, following 
the demonstrations at the beginning of 


celebrations in memory of John Huss, the 
' Czech reformer, who was burnt at the stake 
in Censtance on July 6th, 1415. 

By a special law passed in March last, 


| Huss Day became a legal holiday, although | 


the Czechs previously observed the occasion 
annually even under Hapsburg rule. The 
Papal Nuncio has definitely left Prague, 
according to the official organ of the 
Catholic Party, while the Protestant news- 
papers refer to the “ incredible demonstra- 
tion ’’ of the Vatican against President 
Masaryk. 

This new quarrel between the Czecho- 
Slovakian Government and Rome adds 
another chapter to the long series of diffi- 
culties since the revolution, and is greatly 
embittering the feeling between the 
Catholics and Protestants. 

The Catholic newspapers assert that 
Rome has no business to object to Presi- 
dent Masaryk’s participation in the 
celebrations for a man whose memory is 
anchored deep in the hearts of every 
Slovakian, and that the Vatican should 
not be permitted to interfere in the 
internal affairs of the Czech Government. 
The same newspapers point out that the 
efforts of the Czecho-Slovakian Govern- 
ment to meet Rome half-way—which until 
now have been most sincere—can no lo 
be carried on.

PRAGUE, Wednesday. 

Monsignor Marmaggi, the Papa) 
Nuncio, left Prague ostensibly on leave, 
but the Catholic Press explains that his 
departure was an act of protest of the 
Holy See against the official presence of 
the President and Ministers at the Huss 
celebrations.

He is evidently enjoying 
his sudden notoriety, but it is a question 
whether he may safely. count upon a con- 
tinuance of his good fortune. 

The terms that France and Spain may be 
prepared ‘to offer now.are not likely to be 
repeated. Their offer spurned and their 
honour once definitely engaged, they are 
hardly likely to desist from their task nntil 
Abdel Krim has been conspicuously defeated. 
If he is refractory now, he may, have to accept 
later terms far less satisfactory to him than 
those which would recognise him as the 
legitimate ruler of a semi-independent Prin- 
cipality of considerable extent. While France 
is preparing to offer terms, she is strengthen- 
ing her forees in order to repel the invasion 
of her zone.

BERLIN BOURSE CLOSED. 


LOANS REVALUATION. CRUX. 


BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The Committee of the Berlin Bourse decided 
to close the Exchange to-day as a protest 
against the decision of the Revaluation Com- 
mittee of the Reichstag to differentiate be- 
tween the old and new holders of paper mark 
State loans, and to grant the latter a re- 
valuation of only 25 per cent., compared with 
5 per cént. for the old holders, All other 
German exchanges also closed. 

Bankers and financiers are generally of 
opinion that it will be impossible to carry 
through such a differentiation, and anticipate 
that German securities abroad will be ad- 
versely affected thereby. 

The decision of the Bourse Committee was 
prompted by the consideration that different 
treatment for old and new holders of German 
loans must destroy all confidence in German 
loans and seriously shake confidence in de- 
clarations from official quarters. . The Com- 
mit further decreed that, until further 
notice, quotations of loans of the Reich or 
the Federal States or towns will be struck 
out from the list.—(Reuter.)

CONFERENCE TO BE HELD. 


The ratification by the French Parliament 
of the Washington NinsPower Treaties of 
February, 1922, concerning China, after a 
long delay, due to the gold franc dispute 
between France and China, renders it possible 
to take steps to carry out their constructive 
provisions (says The Times).

NO STATE SUBSIDY. 
From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The parlous condition of the coal industry 
was debated at length by the Commons on the 
resumed consideration of the Ministry of 
Labour vote. Mr. Vernon Hartshorn, as a 
matter of form, voted the reduction of the 
vote by £100 for the purpose of calling 
attention to the large increase in the number 
of unemployed miners and ascertaining what 
remedy, if any, the Government had to offer. 
In February of last year, he said, the unem- 
ployed miners numbered $1,000; but in 
February of this year the figure had riven 
to 131,000. Such a state of things constituted 
a menace to the ~conomuical stability of the 
nation; but, appalling as the figures wove, 
he believed that there is worse to come in 
the near future, 

The miners were perhaps the most high- 
spirited .and independent citizens within the 
British ‘Empire, but it was hardly surprising 
that there was now a feeling of hopelessness 
among them. British efficiency, established 
in the mining’ industry, could. hold its own 
successfully and undercut every other country 
in the world. : The fault lay in producing coal 
by the same antiquated methods which were 
in force a hundred years ago. 

He was not sanguine that any solation of 
the mining problem would be found by re- 
ducing either wages or profits. Unification 
and the bringing of the mines up to date, in 
his view, were the only ways of saving the 
situation. To coatinue working the collieries 
on the old basis, as privete concerns, would 
assuredly double the volume of unemploy- 
niént: One reason why Germany was able to 
sell cheaper than we. could was that she 
offéred credits, and he suggested that the 
Government should see whether this could not 
be arranged in our owri cas.

The hearing of the slander action which 
was “- “ in the King's Bench’ Division, 
London, by Mr. F. L. P. O'Toole, proprietor 
of the Dudley House School,. London, 
against Mr. and Mrs, Chambers, of Catford, 
concluded yesterday. 

Mr. O'Toole complained that Mrs Cham- 
bers told the aunt of one of his pupils that 
he was an immoral man, that she feared her 
daughter, who was an assistant mistress at 
the plaintiff's school, would suffer unleag she 
returned home, that Mr. O'Toole never paid 
his staff and was in debt, that he had thrown 
his sister downstairs, that he had proposed 
marriage to Mrs. Chambers’ danghter, though 
he was a married man, and that Mrs. Cham- 
bers wanted to smash his school. 

The alleged slander was denied, and justifi- 
cation pleaded. 

One of the principal witnesses for the de- 
fence was Miss Mabel Howard, who said that 
she was at the school ostensibly as house- 
keeper and assistant mistress, but that the 
plaintiff was the father of her three children. 

Summing up, Mr. Justice. Horridge said the 
real question in the case was whether it was 
true Mr. O'Toole was constantly having im-

A TE LE DISASTER RECALLED. 

In August, 1833, a terrible wreck took place 
within sight of a big crowd on the sands, 
when the Amphytrite, a British convict ship, 
ran ashore and broke open, casting into the 
sea 106 women prisoners, 12 children 
and the crew; only three &f the 
latter were saved. —Fighty-two bodies 
were recovered and buried in the Eastern 
cemetery, the ground being granted by the 
town authorities, who also erected a 
monument over them as a mark of respect 
for the British culony. b 

this occasion the boat, which did dut 
as a lifeboat, was found unfit to battle with 
the heavy seas, and the outcome of the 
tragedy was a gift to the Humane Society by 
the Minister of Marine of an up-to-date life- 
boat, built at Cherbourg, on plans supplied 
by the Royal National Witabost Institetion. 
This boat— ' L’Amiral Rosamel,’’ named after 
ite donor—did excellent work until 1869. 

Since then the Society has had five life- 
boats in commission, the latest being a fine 
bi-motor boat, which was handed over to its 
care by the Societe Centrale de Secours des 
Naufrages of Paris last year. The cost of up- 
keep of this boat and its crew, who practice 
in it e@ fortnight, is a big item in the 
Society's disbursements. The British members

Many well-known British names have been 
connected from time to time during the last 
century with the Boulogne Humane Society, 
including that of the late Sir Richard 
Wallace.

STORY IN LONDON POLICE 
COURT. 


At Tower Bridge, London, yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Tassell, Thomas Francis Finucane, 
42. described as a lecturer, of 7 Hendon 
Villas, Golder’s Green, was charged on a 
warrant with having obtained by false pre-

Next dav the 
prisoner called at the witness's warehouse 
again, and said his committee was willing to 
place an order for a gross of the loud speakers 
as samples, and they would require from 
to 300 a week, and that an order from an 
authorised agent would come through in due 
course. On that day he offered to get a well- 
known brand of cigarettes for them for 25s. a 
thousand, and the witness paid him £35 
15s. 6d. for three thousand. These cigarettes 
had not arrived. About @ week was spent 
by the witness, his partner and the prisoner 
waiting about York House, the Free State 
offices, at his request, to get some necessary 
papers from the Irish Free State authorities.
